OUTH BRITATN, then, that is, (pro- 
perly ſpea xing, England and ales, is ſi- 
tuate in the Mlantic Ocean, between two 
Degrees Eaſt, and fix Degrees odd Minutes 
Weſtern Longitude, and between 49 Degrees, 
55 Minutes, and 55 Degrees, 55 Minutes 
North Latitude; and being of a triangular 
Figure, is bounded by Scotland on the North; 
tue German Sea, which ſeparates it from Ger- 
many and the Netherlands, on the Eaſt; by 
the Engliſß Channel, which divides it from 
France, on the South ; and by St. George's 
Channel, which ſeparates it from Ireland on 
the Weſt. It is exactly 360 geographical 
Miles in Length, from North to South, and 
300 in Breadth, from Eait to Weſt, in the 
South, but ſcarce 100 broad in the North. 
Its Air 
Is 3 warmer here than in the Nether- 
lands and Germany, tho' under the ſame Pa- 
rallel;

rallel; and, unleſs in the Fens and marſhy 
Grounds, it is for the moſt Part very health- 
ful. 

There are very few Mountains; the high- 
eſt Hills, however, are in Tales, and in the 
Welt and North of England. The Reſt of the 
Country conſiſts of moderate Hills and Val- 
leys, Wood-Lands, Paſture and Meadow- 
Grounds ; extenſive Corn- fields, and Plains, 
vrhich feed numberleſs Flocks of Sheep, Horſes, 
and other Cattle. Though the aus. 15 Ces. 
Horſes, and Sheep are to be met with in Lin- 
colnſtire and Leiceſlerſbire; yet the fineſt Breed 
of Horſes for running and hunting are pro- 
duced in Teriſbire. And beſides, there are a 

great Number of Royal Foreſts, Chaces, and 
Parks, which afford Plenty of Deer and other

Its Soil 9 - 
Is either Clay, Gravel, or Sand; the 
Clays produce excellent Wheat and Beans; 
the Gravel and Sand, Rye, Barley, Peas, and 
Oats; and of late Years, the light Lands 
have been improved, and rendered as valuable 
#5 the Clays, by ſowing them with Turaips, 
Nn Cinque-Foin, &c, but more particu- 
laily in wet Years; a wet Seafon, however, 
by no Means agrees with the Clays. In fuch 
Years, for the moſt Part, there is a preat 
Scarcity of Wheat; but then, to compenſate 
for that Deficiency, there is Plenty of Paſture,

: Having thus given our young Readers a 
t Wtraniient Idea of the Preſent State of South-Bri- 
ein; we ſhall now proceed to give a ſuccinct 
Account of the ancient State of England,

Hiſtory more than that it had the Denomina- 
tion, and was very little known by the Reſt of" 
the World.

After the Romans, however, had been in 
the Poſſeſſion of Britain for near 500 Years, 
they left it to its. antient Inhabicants again, 
who being at that Time ſunk into the love! 

State of Degeneracy, were ſoon after ie e 
by the Scots and the Picts; and trembling at 
the approaching Storm, they were prevailed 
on by Vortigern, their chief Monarch, about 
the Year 447, to ſend a Deputation to the 
Lernt, Who were the only Perſons as he in- 
intated capable of giving them that Aid 


and Afiftance, which the unhappy Situation of 


their Affairs immediately required, This plau- 
livic Pretence of that Prince ſucceeded, and 
one and all concurred in his Opinion; and by 
that Reſolution which they then took there- 
upon, they brought on the total Deitruction 
of their Country. 
Ambaſſadors from the Britons were accord- 
ing! Wy ſent to 7/7tigiſel, the then Saxon Gene- 
, who immediately ſummoned an Aſſembly 
to hear hat the Britons had to propoſe. The 
Latter, (like Men in abſolute Deſpair) offer- 
ed to ſubmit to any Terms that their ſaid Aſ- 
embly ſhould think proper, provided they did 
but protect, and ſtand by them ſo tar, in their 
preſſing Neceſſities, as to enable them to drive 
B their. 
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their Enemies out of their Country. The Pio 
poſal was approved of, and the Negociation 
accordingly concluded. 

The Terms were, that the Saxons ſhould 
ſend 9000 Men into Britain, who were to be 
put into Poſſeſſion of the Iſle of Thanet, and to 
be paid and maintained likewiſe at the Experice 
of the Britons. 

Hengiſi and Horſa, both Sons of the Sac 
General Witigiſi, who were brave and relo- 
Jute Men, fit tor, and fond of ſuch an Expe- 
dition, were appointed in the Year 450, to 
command the Saxen Troops intended tor the 
Relief of Britain. |

As the Pils and Scots, at that Time, were 
advancing their Forces againſt the Britons; 
Hengift joined Fortigern, and inſpiring the 
Britih Troops with new Courage, a Battle 
was fought near Stamford in Lincolnſhire, where- 
in the P:s and Scets were ſo ablolutely defeat- 
ed, that they were obliged to abandon their 
Conqueſts, and retire into their own Country,

The Saxon Heptarchy. 

We ſhall now take a tranſient View of the 

Saxon Heptarchy, conſequent thereupon. 
I. The Kingdom of Kent. 

The firſt was the Kingdom of Kent, founded 
by Hengift in 455, and contained only that 
County; being inhabited by the Jutet. It 
continued 368 Years, and ended in 823, hav- 


ing been governed by ten of its own Kings, 


and ſeven doubtful, or foreign Princes; of 
whom four were Pagans, — 13 Chriſtians, 
ts principal Places were Canterbury, Dover, 
Necheſter, Sandwich, Deal, Foliſtene, and Re- 
culver. 

II. The Kingdom ef the South Saxons. 

Tac Second was the K:ngdom of the South, 
»0x525, founded by Ella, in 491, and contain- 
ed the Counties of Suſſex and Surry, whoſe 
pcincipal City was Chiche/ter. It continued 
out 109 Years, and ended about, the Year

In the Year 872, Aifred the Great (the 
fourth Son of Et ehwulf }) ſucceeded his Bro- 
ther Edward, whoſe moral Virtues endeared 
him ſo far to his Subjects, that they honoured 
him with the Appellation of the Father of the 
Enclith Conſtitution, He was crowned at in- 
eſter aforeſaid. | 

in the Year 878, the Danes {:ttled them- 
{elves in divers Parts of England, with whom 
Alfred fought divers Battles with various Suc- 
ceſs; but at Length gave them a total Over- 
throw at Eddington in Somerſetſhire, and not 
only obliged their Leader Guthrun, the Chiefs 
of their Army, and the main Body of their 
People, to be baptized, but afterwards to retire 
out of the Kingdom.

He was the firſt Prince that ever touched for 
tne King's Evil.

to V incheſter, he all on a ſudden feized the 
royal Treaſure there; by which Means, he pro. 
cured himſelf to be recognized King cf En. 
gland. 

On the 5th of Auguſt, in the Year 1100, 
about four Days after his Brother's Deccaſe, 
he was crowned at Nefiminſter, by one Mau- 
riet, the then Biſhop of London. 

His Wars. 

I. Robert, Duke of Normandy, being return- 
ed, in the Year 1101, from the Holy Land, 
and making a Deſcent at Portſmouth with 4 
numerous Army, in order to lay Claim to the 
Crown of England as his Birth-right, Henry 
came to a Treaty with him ſoon afterwards, 


wherein it was ow, (amongſt other Arti-

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was per lectly laviſh of his Favours; but in the 
Year 1105, he threw off the Maſk, and made 
open War upon his Brother Robert, in which
